I. Action Summary 

Receipt of the remarks and amendments filed on August 5, 2009 is 
acknowledged. Claims 18, 20, 21 , 23, 25, 26, 29-32, 34, 36, 37, 40, 42, 43, 46-49, 63, 
134-138, 140, 142 and 144 are currently pending. Claims 136, 137, 142 and 144 will be 
canceled; therefore, claims 18, 20, 21 , 23, 25, 26, 29-32, 34, 36, 37, 40, 42, 43, 46-49, 
63, 134, 135, 138 and 140 are now in condition for allowance. 

The Restriction requirement of 05/22/2008 is hereby withdrawn.

138 and 140 were amended on August 5, 2009 to reflect the scope of the elected Group 
I set forth in the restriction requirement of 05/22/2008. The amendments filed on August 
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5, 2009 overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph stated in the Office 
Action of 1 1/07/2008. A new structure search was performed again to include the full 
scope of the subject matter. The closest art is WO 2005/01 8551 , however, it is not prior 
art. Additionally, the closest art does not anticipate or render obvious the claimed 
invention. There is no prior art anticipating or making obvious the products, method and 
compositions as described in the instantly claimed invention. Therefore, claims 18, 20, 
21 , 23, 25, 26, 29-32, 34, 36, 37, 40, 42, 43. 46-49. 63. 1 34, 1 35. 1 38 and 1 40 are 
allowable .
